Pure seed is an important factor 
in greater production. It might al- 
most be said that it is the most im- 
portant, for weedy seed having onee 
been sown, it is impossible to fore- 
tell the dé re that may be done to 
the growing crop, or the disappoint- 
ment that may ensue when gathering 
or reaping tines comes round, Hence 
at this scason of the year, when sow- 
ing is in prospect, a pamphlet issued 
by the seed Branch of the depart- 
ment of agricuiture at Ottawa, en- 
titled “Cleaning Seed” is most timely 
and valuable.
